4 pro notices and 3 con notices--Times, H, 
Tribune, World Telegram & Sun- filed on American Shakespeare Festival Theatre product- 
ion of this past summer's Stratford, Conn, presentation, Nina Foch, Pernell Roberts, Morris ' 
Carnovsky repeated their roles, while Philip Bourneuf replaced Fritz Weaver as Gremio, I 
The same lusty version as this summer's, cheered Chapman, News, A field day of slapstick | 
acted with relish, agreed Coleman, Mirror, McClain, Journal American, noted slightly less j 
freedom of movement in the NY production, but otherwise he thought the production still re- i 
tains the vigor and abandon of the version offered in the sticks, He doubts if we shall ever see 
this rather baffling and bawdy classic performed by a more competent cast. Every bit as 
gay, fresh and brightly imaginative as it seemed this summer, concluded Watts, Post. Con 
side headed by Atkinson, Times, who panned it for over-direction which overwelmed the in- 
telligible movements, The taming of the director, was suggested, Kerr, Herald Tribune, pan- 
ned all actors except Hiram Sherman ( who gave a 3 minute lecture on Stratford, Conn prior 
to opening) for not being real comics at heart.

pensable high acting style and intellectual gusto of Broadway original, but still found play re- 
waring to listen to for the richness of Fry's language. A fairly interesting venture, he summed 
up. It comes near to being distinguished, an illuminating introduction to the Fry play, added j 
Beckley, Herald Tribune, 1950 prize play is still rewarding and enjoyable at second hearing, 
commented Coleman, Mirror, who listed play as one of Off-Broadway's tastier dishes. Her- 
ridge, Post, thought that except for Henry Brandon the rest of the cast is good enough to 
again bewitch audiences, 


Enemies Don't Send Flowers and A God Slept Here-Provincetown 2/19. 1 pro notice- 
Gelb, Times- and 3 con notices- Tribune, Post and WT&S- listed for two Brazilian plays 
presented by John Fostini, Times man enjoyed latter play, as an often uproariously funny 
burlesque of the Amphitryon theme, Cast headed by Peter Donat and Michael Lerned( Mrs. 
Donat) was applauded, He marked off former play as an over-long monologue, but thought 
plays balanced out favorably, Con notices generally approved acting, but disliked prize win- 
ning scripts.

The Anatomist- Royal 62 E 42/26, 2 con votes- Times and Post- filed against rev- 
ival o Restoration play by Edward Ravenscroft, Play,said to have been one of the first 
produced in US, in 1752 at Williams burg, Va by Hallams Company, is of little intrinsic 
importance, merely a dull, routine burlesque, panned Calta, Times, While Herridge, Post, 
billed it as one of the noisest productions to date, Costumes by Margaretta Maganini re- 
ceived chief praise from both reviewers, Cast was accussed of overacting, 


Utopia, Ltd- Shakespearewrights -264 W 87-2/26. 5 pro votes and 1 con- WT&S- 
noted for American Savoyards presentation of seldom done Gilbert & Sullivan musical. 
Libretto by Gilbert and fine acting by Dorothy Raedler's company scored better than 
Sullivan's music, It has the grace and daintiness of a perfectly wrought minature, held up 
to ridicule by two master crafstmen, summed up Atkinson, Times. Even if not a G & S fan, 
the pleasures will outweight the pauses, bets Kerr, Herald Tribune, Con view listed by 
WT&S aisle-sitter because he feared that current production is not best the work can have.

The "Festival" part of the Am-

plained to February 'Drama Desk" 
meeting that the plan is to turn out 
talented actors to enter their Shak- 
espeare company. The eventual aim 
is to have a company of 30 to 40 play- 
ers, with about 20 appearing at a given 
time in the Festival 's diverse projects. 


"PROS & CONS 


Taming of the Shrew production of 
American Shakespeare Festival Theatre 
at Phoenix for limited run makes attend- 
ing the Bard's play almost painless, It 
is certainly the perfect medicine for those 
who are so-sure they will never, but never, 
enjoy a Shakespeare play. 


Two Brazilian plays at Provincetown 
are on the elemental level of playwright- 
ing by US standards, The first part of pro-

While it is 
true that a certain group of confirmed 
angels invest year in and year out, an 
even larger number invest in particul- 
ar play for diverse personal reasons, 

The over-all idea should always be to 
make theatre more like a business, in- 
stead of less like a business, 


It is deplorable to think that the 
members of the League of NY Theatres 
who so recently approved Kermit Bloom- 
garten's student-ticket plan have ignored 
it, as the informative Times survey points 
out, Granted that such a program takes 
a long, long time to work out, but if to- 
day's producers want to stay tomorrow's 
producers they must do their share in 
building tomorrow's audiences, 


Musical packages seem to be the 
fare served to summer theatre patrons 
this year, With so many houses set 
up for such productions, this might be 
the summer that a few original musicals 
may develop from the tents and barns,
